In the years between 1894 and the 
beginping of the war, a generation grew up which 
knew liquor but knew how to leave it alone. 

At the beginning of the war, Norway by decree 
established the maximum of prohibition which that 
country has known. Wine and beer were permit- 
ted but the manufacture and sale of liquor con- 
taining more than 12 per cent of alcohol was for-

The government hesi- 
tated to act because more than 400,000 voters had 
not expressed their wishes.

Experience since then with prohibition has con- 
vinced the Norwegian people that they had made 
a mistake. Despite heavy expenditures to prevent

The United States has 
poured billions into Burope for charity and for 
economic rehabilitation. lt has cut its money 
claims as money claims were never cut before. It 
has a@§uired no territory by victory. It has cut 
its ‘naval building when it was about to reach the 
first place among naval powers. It has given up 
all naval base extensions if the Pacific and pledges 
itself against war there for ten years, It has cut 
its army and navy to the bone and into the bone, 
and threatens no aggression which any peacefyl 
nation need fear. It has arbitration treaties with 
virtually every civilized government gnd in every 
substantial way has given earnest of its devotion 

If this is not satisfactory to passionate profes.

LET’S HAVE CLEANER 
OYSTER SHUCKING. 
FEW weeks ago I had an oppor- 
_ tunity to step into an oyster 
shucking plant and watch opera- 
tions for a few minutes. I came 
away with the impression that the in- 
dustry is learning, but they still have 
some distance to travel. Giving the 
facts to the public will help the indus- 
try on its way. : 

The oysters were being unloaded from 
the deck of an oyster schooner. I was 
told that they came from inspected and 
certified beds. That no other oysters 
can be marketed in tHis town.. I did 
not try to check on these statements. 

The oysters were hauled a short dis- 
tance to shacks, in each of which there 
was room for 16 shuckers. Cement floors 
and drain pipes were being’ put into 
these shacks. I was told that this was 
not necessary, but the new law required 
it and it was being done. The oyste 
were dumped on the floor near the 
shuckers. They were pretty muddy. 
Evidently they had not been washed 
either with a hoge or else by’ putting 
them in reservoirs of clean water. 

Most of the shuckers sat on low stools. 
‘Each shucker wore a white canvas glove 
on the left hand. His right hand was 
bare. In it he held the opening knife. 
Near him sat a gallon bucket made of 
galvanized iron. 

The method of shucking was as fol- 
lows: The oyster was picked from the 
pile with the left or gloved hand. It 
was held in the palm of this hand. The 
oyster was tapped with the knife held 
in the right hand. Next the blade of 


the knife was inserted between the lips 


of the shell. With a turn of the wrist 
the hinge was pried dpen and the top 
muscle attachment cut. Next the blade 
of the knife was run undér the oyster 
inside the shell and the muscle attach- 
ment to the lower shell was cut. Next 
the oyster was flipped into the bucket 
and the shell was pitched to one side. 

About half the men were smoking, or 
held their cigars, pipes, or cigarets in 
the mouth as they worked. They did 
not wear any sort of apron or gown or 
washable outer clothing. 

In each shack there was a water pipe 
with one faucet. There were no wash- 
ing facilities, such as bowls, soap, and 
towels inside the shacks. There were 
no toilet facilities within or very close 
to the shacks,

And now for some suggestions. 

Oysters should be washed with a hose, 
or floated in clean water, preferably 
chlorinated, in order to remove the e+ 
cess mud from the shells and for other 
reasons. 

The wearing of a heavy duck glove 
on the left hand is bad, It speedily 
becomes a mass of mud. If the glove 
must be worn to protect the hand, could 
it ge rubber or a composition? There 
should be washing facilities for this 
glove or this left hand. I did not see) 
the left hand touch an oyster in the 
shell, but when the oyster was flipped 
into the bucket some of the glove dirt 
went with it. ‘ 

Nothing touched the oyster itself but 
the blade of the knife, but that blade 
had ample opportunity to be dirtied by 
the.oyster shell. In fact, it was wash- 
ing in oyster juice that kept the blade 
clean.

There is no direct danger in smoking.

The total mile- 
age under the system approved by the 
United States bureau of public roads 
now totals 182,135 


Of the total 182, safes; approxi- 
mately 140,000 miles have already been 
improved to some degree, with appro- 
priations totaling $150,000,000 avail- 
able for 1928 and 1929 construction, 
the association said. To secure full 
benefit of the $150,000,000 appropria- 
tion the states must make an addi- 
tional investment in their federal aid 
roads of approximately $190,902,000. 

Charles M. Upham, managing di- 
rector of the American Road Builders’ 
association, considered an authority on 
national highway problems, predicted 
the completion of the present federal 
aid mileage within the next two years. 
He said, however, that a large portion 
of the roads already completed will 
have been outgrown by traffic and 
need further improvement by that 
time. 


Plans to carry out the construction 
of the remaining 42,135 miles included 
in the federal aid system, as urged by 
the bureau of public roads, will be 
discussed at the road congress at Chi- 
cago during Good Roads week, Jan. 10 
to 15, Mr. Upham said. The associa- 
tion plans complete support to the 
government’s effort to fill in unim- 
proved gaps on the gigantic system of 
roads, and eventually to extend it to 
the 200,349 miles permitted by law. 
This is 7 per cent of the approximate 
3.000,000 miles of recognized roads in 
this country.

It is publ hed by Gilbert, Palmer & 


Co., in Boston. 


In each of the eight sheets that we have 


before us its pet stock that it is trying 
to foist on the public is “ Cheyenne oil” 
on the Boston curb—the same stock a5 
the “ Wall Street Observer,” which we 


wrote up last week, was boosting. 
This is a company and a stock concern- 


ing which we can learn nothing—not even 
where the company or its\properties are 
llocated. 


“ Market Wisdcm,” nevertheless, pre- 


dicts great things for the company and 


large advances for its stock. 
It is interesting, in reading over a num- 


ber of consecutive issues of this publica- 
tion, to note that, after predicting imme- = 
diate gains and urging subscribers, to 
buy at once before it is too late to reap 
the profits, the stock seems to have de-. 


clined day after day. 
The bulletins try to smooth these oc- | 


currences over and to urge further in- 
vestment in the stock with such advice | 
as this: 


“ Minor fluctuations in the market 
should not be taken too seriously and, 
should such occur in Cheyenne Oil, it 
would mean, simply, that a rare or- 
portunity was presented through 
which to increase your holdings.” 


Or, “ Market Wisdom ” attempts to ac- |

*‘In the event of the declaration of 
an initial dividend at an unexpectedly 
early date, effect would follow cause 
too quickly for profitable market ac- 
tion. In such instances, condolence 
would be in order where congratula- 
tions should have been. We have in 
mind as an example—Cneyenne Oil.”

A Labor Saver. 

Oil, in . solving this problem, has 
proven itself another tremendous labor 
saving device sn the small home. This, 
together with gas of which more will 
be said later, has lifted a considerable 
task from the housewife’s shoulder, 
and removed perhaps the only really 
serious argument which could be 
raised by apartment dwellers in meas- 
uring up their advantages against the 
small home dwellers. 

There are many types of oil burners 
on the market. In Chicago alone there 
are several hundred kinds. All work 
on practically the same basic principle 
—the breaking of the oil into fine par- 
tircles and then burning these parti- 
cles into gas by a proper quantity of 
air and the action of the heat. The 
product of this operation is then burned 
as gaseous hydrocarbons.

Probably a radical, or a mod- 
ernist, or a follower of any of the half 
dozen cults which today enliven the 
various art centers of the world would 
cry out in scorn at “ Beauty is its own 
excuse for being,” but, looking at it 
trom an unprejudiced point of view, 
when something needs apologies and 
reasons to back up its claims, does 
not that need spell weakness? ~ 


A painting, or a piece of sculpture, 
or an architectural monument, or a 
piece of music, or a piece of writing, 
any achievement in any one of the 
arts to be great should be able to stand 
alone, should challenge and compel at- 
tention, should refute idle comment 
by its essential quality. That essen- 
tial quality is what apparently is lack- 
ing in this nude. It is a rather vulgar 
performance, and, good as the work 
in it may be, the charm which only 
can be assured in the paintings of 
fiesh through delicacy and fine percep- 
tion and through beauty—that charm 
is completely absent, making it neces-

- of the exact nature of the interference 
gituation, according to Joseph D. R. 


Freed, an eastern radio expert. Mr. 
Freed gave as his reasons for this 
statement the favogable atmospheric 


conditions, resulting in the finest re-| 


ception of distant stations that marked 
the entire year, at least in the east. 

“Indications are that these condi- 
tions will prevail for some time, ff not 
almost continuously through the win- 
ter,” said Mr. Freed. “Now is the 
time, therefore, when an intelligent and 
comprehensive study may be made of 
the extent to which stations, near and 
far, are interfering with each other. 

“TAsteners should keep careful reo- 
eras this week and send copies to the 
government radio supervisors and to 
their representatives in congress. 

Stations Come in Strong. 

“We are at present having the first 
real test of the clashing of stations 
due to their_considerable number and 
to changes in wave lengths. Distant 
stations are coming in here in the New 
York metropolitan district with ex- 
traordinary volume, due to the air con- 
ditions and also to their higher power. 
Stations at 500 to 1,500 miles range 
came in with what might be termed 
@ real punch. 

“It is only fair to say that new sta- 


‘tions and those which have taken ad- 


vantage of the lack of regulatory legis- 
lation to alter their wave lengths have 
selected wave lengths that would be 
least liable to interefere, theoretically, 
but actually it is quite likely that 
there will be considerable disturbance 
in reception. All this will emphasize 
the need of action by congress. 

Need Codperation. 

“This is a most interesting phase 
of the development of radio in this 
country, however, and the listeners 


‘will play a big, part in its solution, not 


by hysteria but by codperation. First, 
they should experiment with different 
lengths and/direction of the antennae, 
see-to it that their batteries and tubes 
are in good condition, and use the ut- 
most care in tuning. ‘Then, with the 
certainty that their apparents is not’ 
at fault, they should’ keep a record 
of interfering stations and present this 
information to the government. 

“In ascertaining interfering stations 
it may be well to use headphones, 
using one stage of amplification rather 
than attempting to ,make studies 
through the loud speaker. Better re- 
sults are obtained by delicate tuning 
of long distance stations on the head- 
phones than adding amplification and 


using the loud speaker. Many stations 
hitherto not heard will be brought in 


by this method.”
